remain sky high and continue to climb higher? 
If the advice to buy meat because of the existence ot 
a surplus was accompanied by a few w ords of explan; 
lion as to just why the law of supply a nd dem and does not 
11)pIy to meats it would be helpful. 
The people are anxious to buy more meat, but thee 
can ’t figure out how it is possible for them to do so. 
Ti 
danger of a surplus in meat could be avoided very easily 
by a reduction in price. 
Those who are so liberal in advising the consumers 
to buy more meat should explain just what special rule ap 
lilies to meat products.

be maintained per­ 
m anently in western waters while tile remainder continues 
its vigil on the Atlantic. 
Not since the days of John Paul Jones, since the birth 
of the American navy, all through the long years of its 
growth in number of vessels and power as a fighting unit 
until now it is second only to the British navy in all the 
world, has it been deemed 
necessary’, 
or 
advisable, to 
divide the fleet or to send 
even any! considerable portion 
of it to the we st em ocean. 
W h y is this step taken at 
this time? 
I he menace on the Atlantic— Germany’— has been dis­ 
posed of finally and for all time. There seems no probable 
need of so vast a navy in the Atlantic. 
It is much larger 
than any development, now deemed possible, demands. 
In the west appears the only possible 
danger— our 
possessions in the far Pacific. T h e departure of the fleet 
does not forecast the existence of any immediate need. 
but it does mean that the long line of the coast and the 
islands on the other side of the world where waves the 
stars and stripes are to have a portion of the bull dogs 
of the sea on guard.
